Pope Again Asks 
Prayer for Peace 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—(CP)—Pope 
Pius XII, in a Papal letter broad- 
cast Saturday, designated Dec. 8 as 
a day for public prayers for peace 
throughout the world and stressed 
hopes for a “benign peace—a peace 
universally desired.” 

In the letter to Luigui Cardinal 
Maglione, Papal Secretary of State, 
broadcast by the Vatican radio in 
both English and German, the 
Pope continued: “We ask for peace, 
but let it be a peace which is not 
founded on fears, on force, or on 
hate but on righteousness, on truth, 
on justice and on fraternal charity. 

“Let us turn again to the Virgin 
Mary. We desire that all turn to 
the Virgin Mary on the day that 
is sacred to the Immaculate Vir- 
gin and that public prayers be 
held all over the world.” 

Dec. 8 is the “day of the Immacu 
late Conception.”

The race was the 
premier Cartadian classic but only 
Ontario breeders were eligible. 

Western breeders became des- 
perate and R, J, Speers, promin- 
ent Winnipeg breeder and secre- 
tary of the Prairie Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association and promin- 
ent Winnipeg breeder, decided to 
do something about it. In opposi- 
tion to the King’s Plate, he decid- 
ed to start a major race open to 
all Canadian horsemen, In 1941 
the Manitoba Derby was increas- 
ed from $2,000 to $5,000 added and 
its name was changed to the Can- 
adian Derby. The idea was that 
in time it would become the pre- 
mier Canadian horse race, its 
value perhaps increased to rival! 
the rich American purses.

23 have been honourably discharged from the army and 
have returned to work, but I regret to say that 22 have 
made the supreme sacrifice; three other members are 
prisoners of war, and four more are recently reported 
missing following operations overseas. The shareholders 
of the Bank may well be proud of the showing that our 
staff have made in their rerponse to their country's 
call, and IT am sure all will join with me in deepest 
sympathy to the relatives and friends of those who will 
not return, I might add that in addition to the above 
we have five lady members of our staff on active service. 
We also in my opinion owe a debt of gratitude to the 
lady members who have so willingly taken the gh of 
our enlisted men. Without their help it would have 
been almost impossible to carry on and give the public 
the service that they expect and are entitled to 

The President in his address will deal with business 
conditions throughout the country and I will leave it 
to him to do so, but before closing there are one or two 
remarks I wish to make. 

While at this time all our energies are directed towards 
a successful conclusion of the war, we, like all other 
corporations and most individuals, are giving a great 
deal of thought to postwar development, postwar 
employment ‘and what is commonly called postwar 
security 

I hope all will agree that after the war is over every 
citizen of this country, who is able and willing to work, 
should have the right to gainful employment where 
individual effort will be encouraged and where the 
results of such efforts will, in proper degree, accrue to 
those who put them forth, and I think everyone in a 
position to furnish or to extend employment accepts 
as his personal responsibility the obligation to try and 
bring this situation about. 

In all thinking and planning, however, we cannot 
escape the conclusion that our best plans can be 
brought to naught if the Governments of the nations of 
the world again build prohibitive tarriff walls around 
their countries, preventing the inflow of the surplus 
products of other nations, and, in turn miting the 
employment in their own country to the production of 
such goods as will meet the requirements of home 
consumption only, as it is ax atic in world trade 
that if a nation will not buy the excess output of others it
